Pasadena Officer is Arrésted; Much Loot 
Found in Basement of Home. 


Alleged to have been a policeman

Patrolman Wylie Gifford Lewis last 
night found himself in jail facing 
fifteen separate charges of burglary. 
First intimation that Lewis was 
supposed to be living a dual life 
came to the notice of Wilbur Mc- 
Intyre, Pasadena Chief of Police, a 
week ago when an anonymous com- 
munication reached him saying that 
in the baserment of Lewis's home 
would be found a large quantity of 
loot. secured from burglary jobs 
which have extended over a period 
of several months. Lewis has been 
ill for two weeks from an attack of 
aine poisoning, but yesterday 
e reported for duty and was im- 
mediately placed under arrest. In- 
vestigation by the Chief and Detec- 
tives Shelton and Nichols had con- 
vinced them that there was truth in 
the commeénication and, following 
Lewis's arrest, the officers made a 
search of his home at 487 Del Monte 
street. In the rear room of the 
house was discovered a trap door 
‘which led to a large excavation in 
the basement. This improvised 
cache was found to contain seven- 
teen cases of packed furniture, art 
treasures, rugs, bric-a-brac and hun- 
dreds of dollars’ worth of groceries, 
some of it identified by H. G. Chaf- 
fee. Many of these articles have 
already been identified as belonging 
to residents and winter visitors 
whose homes have been robbed. 
When confronted by the evidence 
against him, Lewis stated that he 
purchased them from a second-hand 
dealer.

KOREAN REVOLT 


REPORT ON WAY 


American Government to Hear 
Story of Rebellion. 


Orientals Proclaim Liberties 
in Philadelphia. 


Clash with Japanese Troops 
Injures One Woman. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SHANGHAI, March 29 (by mail 
to San Francisco, April 16.)—The 
Korean insurrection, announced as 
a passive revolution against Japa- 
nese rule, will be brought to the 
attention of the American govern- 
ment in a series of graphically 
written reports. One of these has 
just been regd by a correspondent 
of the Associated Press. It was writ- 
ten by an American, and recites 


sensational events frém March 1, 
when the revolt began, until March 
15. According to this, Koreans who 
sought publicly to demonstrate their 
demands for independence were 
violently treated, scores being killed 
and hundreds injured. 


PROCLAIM LIBERTY. 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

PHILADELPHIA, April 16.—A 
small but loyal band of Koreans 
paraded through the central section 
of the city to Independence Hall, 
where “the declaration of independ- 
ence” from Japanese rule, which 
was adopted by the provisional gov- 
ernment of Korea last March, and 
ratified by the Korean congress to- 
day, was read by Syngman Rhee, 
secretary of the Korean republic. 

The proclamation in part reads: 

We, representatives of 20,000,000 
united people in Korea, hereby pro- 
claim the independence of Korea 
and the liberty of the Korean peo- 
ple. This proclamation stands in 
witness to the equality of all na- 
tions, and we pass it on to our 
posterity as their inalienable right. 

With an independent civilization 
of several thopsand years, we have 
experienced the agony of fourteen 
years of foreign oppression which 
has denied to us freedom of thought 
and made it impossible for us to 
share in the intellicent advance of 
the age in which we live. We en- 
tertain no spirit of vengeance to- 
ward Japan, but our urgent need to- 
day is to redeem and rebuild our 
ruined nation, and not to discuss 
who has caused Korea’s downfall. 
Our part is to influence the Japa- 
nese government, now dominated by 
the old idea of brute force, so that 
it will change and act in accord- 
ance with the principles of truth. 
We desire a full measure of satis- 
faction in liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness, In this hope we go 
forward. We pledge the following: 

(1.) This work of ours Is in be- 
half of truth, justice and life, and 
is undertaken at the request of our 
people, to make known their desire 
ifor liberty. Let there be no vio- 
lenca. 

(2.) Let those who follow us 
show forth every hour with glad- 
ness this same spirit. 

(3.) Let all things be done with 
singleness of purpose, so that our 
behavior to the end may be hon- 
orable and upricht. 

he report summarizes these fea- 
tures of the insurrection as follows: 
WELL PLANNED. 

“The revolution began Saturday 
afternoon, March 1, in many large 
cities in Korea, and spread like 
wildfire to the country. It was well 
planned, the plotters representing 
all classes. A proclamation of inde- 
pendence signed by thirty-three 
men, previously had been’ issued. 
Twenty-nine of these men gathered 
in Seul on Fenruary 28 and after 


tion was read, met at a dinner 
police that they were ready to go 
to jail, whereupon the authorities 
took them to prison. 

“In Seul and Pyeng Yang and 
other cities, where foreigners re- 
sided, the military abstained from 
firing on the crowds, but in the 
tural districts violence of the most 
terrible description has been prac- 
ticed. Unresisting crowds have 
been fired upon, scores of persons 
killed and hundreds wounded. 
Churches have been wrecked, pri- 
vate homes entered and young men 
end school girls, in particular, 
dragged off to priéon, where most of 
them have been flogged and a few 
held for trial. 

*“Here in Pyeng Yang, where the 
treatment of the people has been 
much milder than in the country. 
T have personally witnessed or 
heard directly from witnesses of 
many terrible scenes. 

STUDENTS LASHED. 

“Five theological seminary stu- 
dents, men who had just arrived in 
Pyeng Yang that morning, while 
auietly resting in their rooms, were 
sent to the nolice station and al- 
though protesting their innocence of 
plotting against the government, 
were given 290 lashes. 

“Two girls were dragged by the 
hair to a house near the mission 
hospital, tiled to a telegraph post by 
their hair, horribly beaten by dep- 
ee firemen and then led off to 
jail. 

“One man 65 years old was 
caught by soldiers and beaten and 
kicked- until he could not walk. 
Then he was dragged off to ial. 
Refore he had gone 400 yards. an- 
ether sauad of soldiers repeated 
the performance. and at the tail, 
where the punishment was con- 
tinued, the victim collapsed and

Envoys of All Belligerent 
States are Called. 


Draft of Treaty Soon to be 
Handed Germany. 


Occupation of Rhine to Last 
Eighteen Years. 
(Continued from First Page.) 


Paris says it learns from an au- 
thoritative source. The newspaper 
adds that at no time has the un- 
derstanding between France and 
United States been closer and that 
the French government is complete- 
ly satisfied with the attitude of 
President Wilson. 

It is understood that a policy con- 
cerning the manner of dealing with 
conditions in Russia has been for- 
mulated by the Allied and 
governments. 

The Gaulois says that the final 
agreement on the frontiers between 
Jugo-Slavia and Italy will be incor- 
porated in the preliminary peace 
treaty with Germany. 

The Journal says that the cen- 
tral territorial commission of the 
peace conference has decided the 
Teschen problem in favor of Bo- 
hemia as against Poland.

REFUSES DETAILS. 

The usual calm marking the 
morning sittings of the chamber, 
where electoral reform was under 
discussion, was wroken by Deputy 
Lebey, who, seeing M. Pichon was 
present, asked the Minister when he 
would accept an interpellation on 
the conditions on which the govern- 
ment would make Known peace 
terms to Parliament. 

M. Pichon replied that he was 
willing to be iInterpellated !mme- 
diately, but that he refused to give 
any details of the peace prelim- 
inaries. These, the Minister added, 
would be submitted for ratification 
by Parliament as soon as signed. 
He asked that the matter be 
dropped, making it a question of 
confidence in the government. The 
House, after some heated speeches, 
supported M. Pichon by a vote of 
334 to 166. 

At the demand of the Socialists, 
closure of debate was carried 212 
against 102, showing some 150 Dep- 
utis abstained from voting. 

M. Pichon said to submit the 
peace preliminaries to Parliament 
before the signature of the treaty 
would be unconstitutional and sub- 
stituting one of legislative for ex- 
ecutive power. 

M. Pichon reminded the House 
before voting that the government 
deserved well of the country. He 
recalled that M. Clemenceau had 
warned that France would have to 
make concessions. The Foreign 
Minister added that if more ex- 
tended declarations were made in 
‘an Allied Parliament the Chamber 
of Deputies might ask for further 
explanations Friday.

The Italians are 
being ignored in the demands for certain 
provinces where there is no question as to 
her racial claims. 

On Monday the Italian Embassy issued at 
Washington a statement containing this: 
“The coal situation is desperate and unless 
immediate relief is obtained many impor 
tant industries will be obliged to suspend 
activities, throwing hundreds of thousands 
of workmen out of employment. The food 
situation ig also growing worse.

Our greatest national institution is the 
“programme.” On every occasion, from a 
national convention to a Sunday-school pic- 
nic, the American public is fed with a “pro 
gramme.” Speeches, music, stunts of every 
conceivable character are furnished by the 
committee, and long-suffering audiences pa- 
tiently listen or look—since barefoot and 
barelegged dancing became the rage it’s 
largely a case of look. 

In most cases the “talent” is selected to 


fit interests that must be propitiated, in- 


stead of picked for fitness. Whether it’s a 
political meeting, a woman's club affair, an 
after-dinner talkfest or a high-school de- 
bate, the participants who take the plat- 
form are too often selected because this or 
that faction must be represented, because 
they are related to somebody or because 
somebody owes them a favor—for an in- 
finitude of reasons except the one and only 
reason that justifies inflicting them upon 
the public, the ability to say or do the 
thing better than anyone else available. 
And generally when the speaker or perform- 
er who does know what to say or do and 
how to say it or do it is chosen he is! 
SMOTHERED BY PRELIMINARIES before 
he gets a chance to begin arid followed by 
an avalanche of inanities which counter- 
acts any good he may have done or xny 
pleasure he may have given. 

When one considers the number of pro- 
grammes annually presented to the Amer- 
ican people—the floods of language poured 
out from the public forums of this country, 
the amount of energy devoted to preparing 
and putting over brain menus of varicus 
sorts, it’s a wonder that anybody survives 
to listen and see. If all the programmes 
which are intended to enlighten and uplift 
were effective—if they were all carefully 
planned to attain results instead of te grat- 
ify somebody's vanity—we should soon 
reach a stage of civilization where pro- 
grammes would cease to be needed—or tol- 
erated. | 

As a matter of fact, a programme com- 
mittee of whatever character has a great 
responsibility to fulfill, Often the mem- 
bers, or some one member of the commit- 
tee, realizes this and plans carefully a log- 
ical and well-balanced “bill” by people who 
are competent. But the occasions are rare 
when such an arrangement is carried 
through. Too often the committee is not 
trying to please its sponsors and as a re- 
sult it usually finds an aftermath of criti- 
cism. It is really no amateur’s job, this 
preparing to please or to inform the pub- 
lic today, no matter where or what the oc- 
casion. It needs a clear and definite knowl- 
edge of the end in view, of the talent to be 
presented and of the public to be served. 
The time may come when “programming” 
may be recognized as a profession or a 
business, to be studied and treated to effi- 
ciency methods—and to be paid for on an 
adequate basis. 


SILVER COST OF | 
THE WORLD WAR. 


A silver dollar weighs une ounce, 
is one and one-half inches in diam- 


eter and one-tenth of an inch thick. 
Two hundred and fifty billion sil- 
ver dollars weigh 15,625,000,000 
pounds, or 7,812,000 tons. To traus- 
port this tonnage would require 3906 
trains of forty cars each, or a total 
of 156,250 cars, each car carrying 
fifty tons. Eavh.train world be one- 
third of a mile in length and the to- 
tal length of all trains coupled end 
to end would be 1302 miles. 
Sixty-four dollars laid edge to edge 
in @ square covers an area of one 
square foot, hence 250 billion would 
cover an area of 3,906,250,000 square 
feet, or 89,675 acres, or 140 square 


If laid edge to edge in a continu- 
ous line they would extend a dis- 
tance of 5,918,560 miles, or 236% 
times the circumference of the globe. 
This amount of silver would be suf- 
ficient to belt the earth at the equa- 
tor with a silver girdle twenty-nine 
feet seven inches wide by one-teath 
of an Inch thick. 

Two hundred and fifty billion sil- 
ver dollars properly stacked would 
measure 32,552,083 cubic feet, suffi- 
cient to cover 747% acres a depth of 
one foot, or one acre to a depth of 
747 feet; in other words, to build a 
tower 209 feet square several inches 
over 747 feet high. 

Built into a column ten feet square 
the top would soar among the clouds 
at an altitude of 325,520 feet, or six- 
ty-one and four-fifths miles. 

If piled one dollar on top of an- 
other the top of the pile would be 
394,560 5-6 miles above its base, or 
nearly twice the distance from the 
earth to the moon. 

If rolled into railroad bars weizh- 
ing ninety tvounds per yard there 
would be ample to construct a 
standard-gauge raflroad 49,321 miles, 
Or a length twice the distance around 
the globe at the equator. 

If drawn into wire weighing thirty 
pounds per mile there would be suffi- 
cient to run six lines from the earth 
to the sun. 

If divided equally among the pop- 
ulation of the globe each man, wom- 
an and child would receive $166.66%.

BANDITS HOLD

TO SEGREGATE 
OUR CAR LINES. 


Hollywood Petitioners Point 
Out Betterment Chance. 


Says “Yellow Cars” Should 
Handle City Business. 
Would Limit Pacific Electric 
to Interurban Service. 


A communication urging that lo- 
cal street car traffic be centralized 
in the Los Angeles Railway system, 
and the interurban traffic be con- 
fined to the Pacific Electric, and 
asking for relief on the matter of 
certain transfer conditions, was sent 
the Council yesterday by the Holly- 
/wood Board of Trade. The matter 
was referred to the Public Utilities 
Board. The statements made by 
the Board of Trade are: — 

“The Pacitic Electric, taking it in 

its entirety, is a strictly interurban 
transportation company, while, on 
the other hand, the Los Angeles 
Railway, in its entirety, is confined 
in its operations to the city streets 
and depends for its income on local 
patronage. This being the case, 
why would not the economic situa- 
tion of both companies be greatly 
improved by having the Los Angeles 
Railway take care of all the needs 
of the city for local transportation 
and the Pacific Electric handle only 
the service required for points be- 
yond the boundaries of the city, 
which would also take care of the 
public necessity and convenience in 
a much more satisfactory manner 
than is being done today. 
“A patron of the Pacific Electric, 
and a resident of Hollywood, and 
living within the city limits, is at 
the present time compelled to pay 
two 5-cent fares in order to get to 
his home on Highland avenue, in 
Hollywood, when coming from the 
city, whereas a patron also living 
within the city Mmits on Hollywood 
boulevard, and beyond Highland 
avenue, pays only 6 cents to get to 
his destination. We would like 
very much to have\transfers issued 
from the Hollywdéod line to the 
Highland-avenue line and eliminate 
this discrimination.” 


UP TO CITIZENS NOW.

SELL FRANCHISE. 
Pacific is Lacks Bidder; 
will Make Improvements. 


A twenty-one-year franchise was 
sold to the Pacific Electric for $160, 
yesterday, by the City Council for 
the Echo Park-avenue line and por- 
tions of the Pacific Electric lines on 
Sunset boulevard from Echo Park 
avenue to the Hili-street tunnel.
